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This bulletin covers 27 agricultural industries in the state of California. The number of
industries ranges from five to seventeen within each of six geographic regions. The
regions are the San Joaquin Valley, South Coast, Desert, Central Coast, Sacramento
Valley and North Coast (refer to map for details). The data are organized into the following
tables by state and region:

California’s agricultural employment level totaled 296,100 in February 1996, 6,200 more than
the January 1996 level of 289,900. Agricultural employment levels increased in the South
Coast, Central Coast, and North Coast regions from the previous month, decreased in the
San Joaquin Valley region, and remained flat in the Desert and Sacramento Valley regions.

The employment figures for February 1996 show that 47% of the state’s agricultural
workers were employed in the San Joaquin Valley region. The South Coast region
employed 19% of the state’s agricultural employees. The Central Coast and Desert
regions each employed 12% of the agricultural workers in the state. Six percent of the
state’s agricultural employees were employed in the Sacramento Valley region, while the
North Coast region employed 4%.

CHANGES FROM ONE YEAR AGO

California’s February 1996 agricultural employment level was 8,700 higher than the prior
year's level of 287,400, an increase of 3%. (Table 1-A.)

Production workers statewide earned an average of $6.80 per hour in February 1996, one
cent lower than the February 1995 level of $6.81. (Table 1-E.)

REGIONAL CROP ACTIVITIES

Regional crop activities are not available. The source document for this data, the
California Farm Labor Report (881A), is no longer produced.

AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION WORKERS

Califomia’s agricultural production worker employment level was 269,300 in February
1996, an increase of 6,600 from the previous month’s level of 262,700. The year-over
change was a 3% increase of 8,100. (Table 1-B.)

Earnings for California agricultural production workers averaged $270.64 per week in
February 1996. Regional averages ranged from a low of $260.95 in the Desert region to a
high of $296.38 in the Central Coast region. (Tables 1-C through 7-C.)

The hours worked per week in California agriculture averaged 39.8 in February 1996, 0.3
hours more than the January 1996 level of 39.5. The region with the shortest workweek
was the Central Coast region with 39.1 hours. The longest workweek was in the San
Joaquin Valley region with 41.1 hours. (Tables 1-D through 7-D.)

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DATA SOURCES:

The data are obtained from two sources: the Employment Development Department
(EDD) Unemployment Insurance (UI) files and a monthly survey, conducted by the Labor
Market Information Division of EDD, of 4,000 agricultural employers. This sample, about
14 percent of the employers, was selected to be statistically representative of the state's
agricultural employers by size, geographic location and industry categories.

Sample data are gathered for the week that includes the 12th calendar day of the month;
thus all data in these bulletins represent activities taking place during this mid-month
period.

DATA COMMENTS:

ESTIMATES FOR THE STATE AND SIX REGIONS ARE INDEPENDENTLY
DERIVED. THEREFORE, THE SUM OF THE REGIONAL ESTIMATES WILL NOT
NECESSARILY EQUAL THE STATEWIDE TOTAL. SIMILARLY, ESTIMATES
FOR THE MONTHS AND THE YEAR ARE INDEPENDENTLY DERIVED.
THEREFORE, THE AVERAGE OF THE MONTHLY ESTIMATES WILL NOT
NECESSARILY EQUAL THE ANNUAL AVERAGE ESTIMATE.
